GERMANY. 

The London Spectator, one of 4 the 
most astute of English journals when 
discussing European politics, on the 
14th of Juno published a remarkable 
article upon the condition of Germany. 
The occasion of the Golden Wedding 
and the brilliant accessories introduced 
to dazzle the world and the nation are 
seized upon to discuss the true political 
condition of the conglomerate Empire 
and to point out that . underlying ap- 
parent prosperity and contentment 
there is a slumbering volcano which 
may leap into activity at any moment 
and involve in ruin the greatest com- 
monwealth of modern times. Every- 
thing at Berlin was for effect — de- 
scribed as exceedingly bizarre, and sug- 
gestive of a grand stage scene in which 
there was no element of durability. 
What could more effectively describe 
the impressions of a keensighted and 
impartial critic than this article: 

"The mighty monarch who could 
conquer Europe, but who was upheld 
by his aides-de-camp as he returned his 
thanks for the congratulations of an 
Empire ; the Emperor worshipped by a 
crowd of Kings and by millions of his 
people, loho yet cannot drive, on Ins su- 
preme day, through the streets oj his own 
capital without elaborate precautions to 
guard his own life ; the group of Sove- 
reigns, so gorgeous and so obeisant, all 
willing to exalt the dignity of their 
master, yet all feeling keenly that this 
dignity is an amalgam of dignities sub- 
tracted from their own ; the crowd of 
conquering Generals who have no 
equals, and who yet never believe 
that Germany is safe, and strain her 
endurance to make her even more pre- 
pared ; the bowing cluster of diplomat- 
ists, of whom every one adores the 
chief figure in the ceremonial, and of 
whom every one but one would exult 
if the idol were overthrown ; the migh- 
ty collection of powers, amid which the 
People alone, the base of all this, is un- 
represented, or represented only by n 
"few men in black, shrinking out of 
sight into corners," — all this has for us, 
who wish Germany united but free, 
something of unreality, staginess, and 
anacronism. It is as if some wealthy 
potentate. had chosen in our time to re- 
vive the Middle Ages ; as if Lord Eg 
linton's Tournament were transacting 
itself on an Imperial scale for the sec- 
ond time, and with no prescience of t he 
blow to come in the. future from the 
unknown Bank. If Germany is grand, 
it is because Germany is modern ; be- 
cause she has applied scientific thought 
to war, because her whole people can 
act together, because she has been edu- 
cated at least sufficiently to perceive 
the strength that may spring from ef- 
facing individualism, because, when 
need arises, she can bid all her digni- 
taries hold their peace before the com- 
petent brain. And yet what is this 
Emperor, what are these Kings, Grand 
Dukes, Field-Marshals, nobles and the 
rest, if they are not individualities, 
over -developed, over-prominent, with 
over-much claim to exist, even at others' 
expense? The People is Sovereign even 
in Germany, and armed, too ; yet is 
there one of the magnificent cortege 
which passed before its master in the 
White Hall whose greatness is not a 
deduction from the people either in 
money or in happiness, or in the inher- 
ent right of popular self-government? 
How long, then, can it last ! How long 
can the foremost people in the world 
bo visible chiefly through the grandeur 
of an image to which tho-nation isonly ped- 
estal? Nosceneof earthly grandeurcan be 
conceived ■ more splendid than the re- 
ception in the White Hall, none has 
seemed to speak more plainly of endur- 
ing majesty and power, since, amid a 
similar scene, Louis XVI. received the 
notables of his kingdom. Germany 
will not pass away, nor, we trust, will 
its power among mankind, but this 
method of the expression of both, this 
confusion of pomp with greatness, this 
revelation of majesty through barbaric 
ceremonial, this effort to concentrate 
the multiform life of a nation in a 
palace — how is that to last for ever, 
when even in Prussia the thought of 
the mechanician who rearranged the 
rifle has been the origin of power, and 
a Swedish poet bus done as much to 
evoke loyalty to Germany in the Ger- 
man people as all her lines of Kings? 
May not the mediaeval scene which de- 
pended on railways for its occurrence, 
and was described so instantly by 
telegraph, be the culminating exhibi- 
tion of an order of tilings about to 
pass away? When the nation which 
the Emperor has so greatly helped to 
make, celebrates in 1920 its Golden 
Wedding, may not the obscure '.nan in 
black, who this time "shrank into corn- 
ers," ashamed to break the brightness 
of such a coup d'ceil, be seated on the 
throne, the heir of all that has been 
real in this grandeur? The Hohenzol- 
lern would not smile at tho query, 
though his courtiers might, for vast age 
has made tho Emperor meditative, and 
he does not forget that M. Grew re- 
ceives the Cardinals in the seat of 
Louis XIV., under tho Concordat 
forced by Napoleon on the Pope, and 
that France, which is real, has surviv- 
ed the disappearance of the ' CEil de 
Bceuf.' 

"Russia and France have been the 
German Emperor's best friends. 
Prince Bismark dreads the Liberals 
and the Socialists and the enmity of 
Franco, and the possible enmity of 
Russia, "on whose side we have no 
frontier," but it is tho powcrlessness 
or the friendship of those two enemies 
which he has most cause to ap- 
prehend. Let France but disarm or 
compromise with him, let Russia be 
dissolved or transformed by the strange 
internal movement with which she 
seems to be already bursting, and the 
buttresses of the Empire as it exists, 
the military Empire, always in uni- 



form, always ready for battle, will be 
found to have been withdrawn. It is 
because she fears that these two may 
shako hands across her, because she 
may be invaded by two millions of 
men, because she is always in danger 
of an unspeakable catastrophe, that 
Germany bears all this compression, 
sacrifices the ends of life to drill, ex- 
alts the military caste into a perilous 
loneliness till in the White Hall the 
black-coats shrink abashed, and exults 
to feel that her Sovereign speaks to her 
Representatives from the stone throne 
with its feet of cannon-balls. No na- 
xion not so menaced would so sacrifice 
its higher self, when quite conscious of 
that higher self, and least of all the 
German, whose ideal, when all is said, 
is not himself as corporal, but himself 
as paterfamilias, and who. every wheie 
out of Germany, prefers the country 
farm, or the city exchange, or the ser- 
vant's lecture-room, to the most entic- 
ing of barrack-j-ards. The compression 
will be withdrawn some day be it by 
victory, or by revolution abroad, or 
even by diplomacy; and then, deprived 
of its supporting buttresses, not Ger- 
many itself, but the System of Ger- 
many, the syst'em of which the scene in 
the White Hall is the apotheosis, will 
slowly or rapidly, but visibly and for 
ever crumble down. * * * * * 
A Court ceremonial in Berlin has been 
this week the grand event of Europe. 
One wonders if the stately old man 
who was its centre, and who, men say, 
standing on the very vergo of human 
life, and remembering so much — the 
insolent Halo-Frenchman master in his 
palace, he himself master in the palace 
of the Bourbons — sometimes utters 
strange things about the order of man- 
kind which is passing away, sees the 
vanity of that) Vassal Kings hurry- 
ing up by imprisoned steam, a pro- 
cession of Princes recorded by drilled 
lightning, Charlemagne's Cour Pleine 
painted by subjugated sunbeams — there 
can be no durability in such a mingling 
of the old world and the new, though 
to keep it all in its splendor and its 
strength, they are this week compelling 
'the black-coats shrinking into corners' 
to tax tobacco, and beer, and bread."

Havana, July f>3. — The mail steamer 
from St. Thomas brings additional reports 
of the deplorable riots at Port an Prince. 
The disorders, which were caused by bit- 
ter party complaint between the Liberals 
and Nationals, began on Juno 110th, dur- 
ing the sitting (if the Chamber. A party 
of Liberals fired upon General Canal, 
brother of the President, and a number 
of the Chamber of Deputies. The General 
was not hurt. The sitting was immediate- 
ly suspended and a fierce light began in 
the streets, the Nationals holding the 
public buildings and the Liberals erecting 
barricades and fortifying many houses. 
They killed the Minister of War who was 
trying to disperse the mob. On July 
1st President Canal requested the British 
consul to assemble his foreign colleagues 
in order to confer with the rebels. The 
United States Ministerand French Charge 
d'Affairs, only complied with the request; 
othors pleaded risk of life from bullets 
which were raining around. Therefore 
the representatives of England, France 
and the United States alone entered into 
the conference with the rebels. Presi- 
dent Canal otlercd the rebels full pardon 
and leave to embark unmolested for any 
port they desired. They stoutly refused 
these conditions and lighting continued. 
July 2nd, the President again resorted to 
the service of the diplomatic body. This 
time tho United States Minister refused 
to interfere. President Canal thereupon 
sunt to the rebels a letter which was torn 
up. The fighting was kept up all tlay. 
On July 3rd the patience of the president 
became oxhausted and he determined to 
act. Cannon were placed a quarter of a 
mile from the front of tho houses occupi- 
ed by the rebels. The first shell set fire 
to ono of the houses and immediately all 
wore ablazo, the rebels scattering in 
every direction. The fire spread rapidly, 
sweeping over four blocks of buildings. 
The finance department with all its docu- 
ments was destroyed. On July 4th the 
Liberals had disappeared, and their prin- 
cipal leaders had taken refuge in foreign 
consulates. About 130 houses were in 
ashes and 30U men killed or wounded. 
Fortunately the commercial part of the 
town escaped damage during the riots in 
the capital. 

Skideoatk Oil Company. By the lat- 
est news from Queen Charlotte Islands 
we learn that the Skidegate Oil Company 
havo completed the erection of their 
steam works. The main building, includ- 
ing tho room for the retorts, is 140 feot 
long by 35 foot wide. Tho company com- 
menced grading the foundation on the 
ltith of May, and on the 1st of July the 
works were completed and steam turned 
on. At first the retorts did not work sat- 
isfactorily, owing to the main steam pipe 
having been inserted to high. On the first 
trial, 1,000 fish were placed in one of the 
retorts, Riid it was found that tho portion 
above tho steam jet was in a short time 
cooked to a complete pulp, which though 
not quite satisfactory, proved that when 
some slight alteration is made tho retorts 
will be a success. The extraction of oil 
from the livers by means of perforated 
steam coils in the large iron tanks is a 
complete success ; a large quantity of liv- 
ers was, in less than 20 minutes, reduced, 
making oil of a bright straw color, and 
comparatively odorless. Up to date of our 
information (Jwly 7th) the dog-fish were 
not as abundant as in former seasons; 
still tho run was fair with a promise of a 
good Benson's catch. The company had 
about 5,000 gallons of oil on hand, and 
enough cans manufactured to contain 10,- 
000 gallons. Samples of the oil were 
brought clown, and is of a very fine quali- 
ty, clear and bright, and no doubt will 
meet with ready sale in our local as well 
as in foreign markets.

Commander Beardsley, of the James- 
town, is surveying the harbor, establish- 
ing beacons, repairing wharves and mak- 
ing many other improvements. Ho has 
also, with the concurrence of Collector 
Ball, destroyed all the kooehonoo distil- 
lories, having found fifty-three at the 
Indian ranch and five in town, together 
with ono hundred gallons of tho liquor, a 
large quantity of the mash, worms and 
other appliances. The Indians were 
greatly excited over this act, especially 
the squaws, who were weeping, wailing 
and cursing the marines, but no forcible 
opposition was offered. 

On the night of July 3d, while some of 
the people were celebrating, a Russian 
named William Versillas threatened the 
lives of ono Hormamo and wife. He went 
to their house and attempted to force an 
entrance, and, on refusing to dosist, Her- 
inaino shot him through the heart, killing 
him almost instantly. Hormamo was 
arrested by Commander Beardsley and 
a court of inquiry convened, by which 
ho was acquitted on tho plea of solf- 
defenso. Versillas was a young man and 
of bad character; his own father so testified. 

Reports from the fisheries are very en- 
couraging. A boat which made two 
trips in one day brought in live tons of 
salmon each time. The canneries at Sitka 
had put up four thousand cases, and only 
about half the season is over. 

The Stewart lodo of the Alaska Gold 
and Silver Mining Company has cleaned 
fifteen hundred dollars after running five 
days, with live stamp battery crushing 
nine tons per day. Superintendent Ritz 
will ship the first bar of twenty-live hun- 
dred dollars next month. The shaft has 
been sunk fifty feet, and there will be a 
good supply of water from Francis lake in 
a few days, tho large Hume being nearly 
completed. Another five-stamp mill has 
been ordered, and will be shipped by the 
California next trip. Pour aratras also 
are nearly ready to run. The San Fran- 
cisco Company shipped twenty-one sacks 
of ore to San Francisco on this trip of the 
California.

Vessel Ashore.— During the preva- 
lence of a dense fog on W ednesday morn- 
ing last about 3 o'clock the ship Wash- 
ington Libby, heavily laden with Welling- 
ton coal for San Francisco, drifted ashore 
off Port Angeles. The revenue cutter 
Oliver Woleott was dispatched to her 
assistance from Port Townsend and was 
followed by the tugs Goliah ami Tacoma. 
It was reported that the vessel is consider- 
ably strained and leaking badly ami that 
it is found necessary to throw part of her 
cargo overboard. Efforts were to bo made 
at high tide last night to tow her off. For 
some time past she has been engaged in 
tho coal trade between San Francisco and 
Departure Hay. She is an old ship and 
put hack to last winter in a leaking 
condition, her cargo being transferred to 
tho hark Revere at Esquinialt. It is 
staled that vessel and cargo are fully in- 
sured. 



Mr. Mcyliui then animadverts upon 
the site thus:

16th September 1874, was right and 
proper. The brush was cleared away, 
as any ono might suppose it would have 
been, in a few days by the convicts, 
ami was far less thick than it is on 
the table land. The building does not, 
as a matter of fact, form a dam to the 
"copious drain of water," being provid- 
ed with French drains on the north, south 
and east sides, and with a deep ravine 
on the west side. The basement at this 
moment is nearly dry, and the plaster 
as hard as it should be. 1 told Mr. 
Moylan that a building with such 
thick walls would take a long time to 
dry. His own common sense should 
have carried him to the same conclu- 
sion. Now as to Mr. Moylnn's second 
report, which was published in The 
Colonist of 10th May last: After again 
reiterating that a mistake was made 
in the site, tho moist state of the base- 
ment is again noticed. The defects 
existing in the Manitoba penitentiary 
are stated to bo "still worse in this in- 
stitution." It then touches upon the 
question of heating by engine or fur- 
nace, but with this I have nothing to 
do. 1 1 then says: 

"The solitary chimney, not being of 
sufficient capacity, there remains tho al 
tentative of discomfort from blinding 
smoke or piercing cold."

whole work "as a most gross piece ot 
jobbery," and as I have not deemed it ex- 
pedient to reply to these attacks through 
the press, I take this opportunity of 
placing the matter in its true light. I 
propose to deal first with tho report of 
I Mr. Moylan, dated 1st October 1878, a 
copy of which was sent to me in a letter 
j dated 8th January last for my remarks. 
I My reply will be found in my letter dat-

tho reports in print, I addressed a letter

The truthfulness and accuracy of 
Mr. Moylan's power of observation 
Rhodes, | will be appreciated when I state that 
Rifles- j so f ar f rom this being the case, the 
'following articles of furniture were 
virtually handed over by me to Mr. 
Moylan when we inspected the build- 
ing together in October last, (Sir M. B. 
Begbie, Chief Justice, being present): 
Fifty iron bedsteads, bolted to the 
walls; 50 shelves for books; 3 kitchen 
tables, (j feet by 3 feet, with benches; 
fi dining tables, I] feet 8 inches long, 
with iron standards; f) sets benches, 
with iron standards; 1 raised desk for 
steward G feet 10 inches by 4 feet 10 
inches, with numerous partition's, draw- 
ers and pigeon-holes; 1 stuffed leathern 
seated stool; I bread tin 9 feot long 
with hardwood shelves, and lined with 
best TX charcoal tin; 1 warden's desk, 
7 feet by G feet 8 inches, elaborately 
fitted with drawers, book-rack, rail, 
locks and keys; 1 arm rack, G feet G 
inches by G feet, lined with sheet iron 
and fitted with shelves, and stand for 
11 ritics.

will ring when struck together." There 
are no settlements visible, caused by 
"mouldering brick," throughout the 
building. 

The Report then treats of the un 
seasoned timber: 

"The flooring, doors, surbases and wood 
work generally are of unseasoned timber. 
Tho shrinkage is so great thit, it will be 
•necessary to either replace the flooring to 
a great extent, or take it up and re-lay it 
anew. The tongue has so far parted from 
tho groove as to render the use of soap 
and water for scrubbing purposes a process 
not to be attempted, unless to the irre- 
parable injury of the ceilings beneath. " 

r I 'here is a certain amount of truth 
in this ; but I think Mr. Moylan 
should have enquired, before making 
these remarks, into the circumstances 
of the country. On our visit of in- 
spection the Chief .Justice casually 
pointed out to Mr. Moylan that sea- 
soned timber could not be procured 
here, and that all buildings were sub- 
ject in consequence to shrinkage. This 
is true of soft wood and emphatic- 
ally so of hard oak, of which, for the 
most part, tho flooring is composed. 
The oak was growing in the woods in 
1874. In tho autumn of that year it 
was cut down and sawn up. Every 
care was taken to dry it by steam, by 
turning over frequently, by placing 
chocks between each plank, and by 
protecting it from the weather. Ihc 
contract for tho erection of the build- 
ing was signed on the 31st October, 
1874. The work had to be completed 
by tho 30th September, 1876, — just 
one year and eleven months. The plain 
fact is that oak could not be seasoned 
in the time. Prof. Rankine in "Civil 
Engineering," p. 447 says: "Natural 
seasoning to fit timber for carpenter's 
work usually occupies about two years; 
for joiners' work a\)0\\l four years, but 
much longer periods are sometimes em- 
ployed." (The italics are mine.) The 
process employed was a combination of 
both artificial and natural seasoning. 
The floors on the North side are not 
so open as those on the South side, the 
latter being only open in places, and 
not, as would bo inferred from the Re- 
port, all open. What Mr. Moylan's 
object could have been, or by whom he 
could have been incited to so overstate 
his case, I am at a loss to conceive, for 
during my short intercourse with him 
1 failed to discover that he shared the 
views set forth in writSng by the Ward- 
en as to the defects alleged to exist, a 
copy of which document was sent to 
me by Mr. Moylan for my Report, 
which 1 furnished shortly after. I am 
happily not alone in the receipt of his 
strictures, for the chief architect comes 
in for his share, and possibly with 
equal justice, Mr. Moylan having de- 
scribed to mo and to others here, the 
plans prepared at Ottawa for the build- 
ing, as having been so " emasculated," 



whatever that may mean, that lie did 
not recognize them. 

The attack made upon rrie by Dr. 
Mclnnes, M. P., in the House of Com- 
mons is easily disposed of, and consists 
of five distinct charges (printed in The. 
Colonist, 9th May, 1879): 

1st. " That I had altered the site." 
My answer to this is already given. 

2d. "Tho foundations are fastgiving 
way." This is absolutely false. The 
foundations are chiefly composed of 
large blocks of granite or syenite, and 
are substantially built, and will com- 
pare very favorably with any other 
work of a liko kind in the Province. 

3d. " The drains arc all defective." 
This is absolutely false. I have already 
described the system of drainage. There 
was an unpleasant smell in one of the 
W. (."«., and an investigation lately 
made showed that some malicious per- 
son had flattened a loud pipe behind 
the casing which, by preventing the 
flow of water, had caused tho smell. 
Water was laid on to the building at 
high pressure more than a year ago, 
and was flowing into -the tankon topof it 
at the rate of 1 2,096 gals, aday, through 
a two-inch pipe, for some time. Had the 
drainage been defective, it niu: t have 
become soon apparent by the Hooding 
of the building and grounds. 

4th. "The workmanship is bad." 
This is not true. The pointing of the 
joints in the masonry of the basement 
was defective, and was ordered to be 
replaced. This was done, ami a por- 
tion of it was even replaced a second 
time, ami it will not stand, being, in 
my opinion, unsuitable to the climate. 

5th. " The affair is a gross piece of 
jobbery." If jobbery consists in de- 
ducting §1 ,000 from tho contract price, 
for reasons fully set forth in my letter 
dated 22d March, 1877, then 1 have 
been guilty of it. No extra work has 
been authorized by me. My official 
record of nearly 28 years in the pub- 
lic service in this colony, is a refuta- 
tion of so gross a charge, made without 
even the semblance of a foundation. 
To show the care which was displayed 
in the erection of this building, I may 
state that the whole of the two corri- 
dor arches (of brickwork) except about 
six feet on the South side were pulled 
down and rebuilt -that the whole of 
the upper courses of brickwork and 
masonry were taken down and rebuilt, 
and that a large part of the North wall 
of the cell wing was also taken down 
and rebuilt ; that one kiln of brick was 
condemned, and that a very large num- 
ber of stones wore condemned as not 
fulfilling the conditions of the specifi- 
cation as to natural beds. The oak floor 
had not opened out so as to make the 
tongues separate from the grooves, at 
the time of the acceptance of t he work, 
though it was to have been expected 
that they might do so. The building 
was unoccupied, except by a caretaker, 
for more than eighteen months, during 
which time it was scarcely possible for 
one man to attend properly to the 
warming and ventilation necessary for 
a new building which was "sweating 
from every pore."

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SINGULAR SUICIDE. 

Two Siators, Distroosod by tho Lo3s of 
Proporty, Hang Thomsolvos at 
Chicago. 

Ciiicaoo, July 22. — A distressing 
and mysterious double suicide occurred 
last night at Hyde Park, a southern 
suburb of this city. The particulars of 
the affair which only transpired early 
this morning, are as follows: Three 
maiden sisters named Elizabeth, Anna 
and Nora Trowbridge, aged respectively 
43, 40 and 30 years, have been living 
for many years in good stylo in that 
town upon revenues derived from an 
estate left them by their mother. Re- 
cently their father has succeeded in 
getting their entire properly away and 
has loft them penniless. When they 
became fully aware of this state of af- I 
fairs they decided to die together, and j 
spent Sunday and Monday in prepar- 
ing for death. They nailed up tho | 
doors and windows and the two eldest 
sisters, with most careful preparation, 
drove spikes on either side of the case- 
ment of the folding doors, adjusted 
small hempen cords about their necks, 
and kicking from beneath them books 
piled on ottomans and chairs, quietly 
strangled to death. The younger sis- 
ter, Nora, who is a dwarf, remained 
meanwhile in an upper chamber, and 
although this was done at about six 
o'clock Monday night she first gave 
warning at nine o'clock and the bodies 
were not cut down until midnight. 
The trio have always been regarded as 
very erratic, and although nothing has 
been known against their character, 
they have been known to hold noisy 
and disturbing midnight orgies that are 
now regarded as an evidence of long- 
standing insanity. 

Chicago, July 22. — Mr. Trowbridge, 
the father who was so severely de- 
nounced by his daughter Nora as the 
real cause of their misfortunes, is said 
by those who know the circumstances 
to have deserved no such harsh words. 
He has managed the property of his 
daughters for them, and they have been 
liberally and well treated at his hands. 
On account of a recent real estate 
transaction they became imbued with 
the idea that lie was abusing his trust, 
and their already erratic minds dwelt 
on this belief so constantly that they 
became insane on the subject. They 
had a monthly income of $125 and 
their own house, so that the fear of 
starvation or beggary was not well 
grounded.

ENGLAND. 

London, July 23. — Milton Fair, an 
American, won the Albert prize at 
Wimbledon; score, 70. 

In tho House of Commons yesterday 
the Under .Secretary of State declared 
if Turkey and Greece failed to come to 
an understanding in regard to the 
frontier tho British Government was 
always ready to join in mediation. 
The Government hail never isolated 
itself from other powers. 

Tho bill introduced by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to e nable banks to 
limit the liability of shareholders to 
twice the amount of paid up capital 
was talked out by William Holmes, 
Liberal member for Paisley, who ob- 
jected to the Government amendments 
restricting the operation of the bill to 
England. The Bankruptcy Bill was 
also recently talked out. These excite 
much comment and dissatisfaction. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 23. — DeLesseps has 
issued the prospectus of the Uarien 
('anal Company. The capital is fixed 
at four hundred million francs. Only 
12f) francs per share will be called for 
in the first instance. Interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent, will be paid on mon- 
ey actually received during the 
course of construction. DeLesseps 
estimates the income at 90 million 
francs from the canal and reckons share- 
holders will receive 11.1 per cent, per 
annum. 

Versailles, July 23. — The Cham- 
ber of Deputies passed the Govern 
inent Bill authorizing the prolongation 
of treaties of commerce for six months 
after the general tariff is voted. 

ITALY. 

Rome, July 23. — The Popp hopes 
before the close of the year to conclude 
a roneorflat. with Russia. 

PACIFIC COAST. 
Sax Francisco, July 23. — The ladies' 
walking match closed last evening. 
About 8,000 people were present. 
Madame LaChappelle made the last 
mile in inin. 57J; sec. amid great ap 
plause. The match has been well at- 
tended throughout, but not interesting 
as a pedestrian contest, LaChappelle 
having really had no competitor for 
the first position and but little un- 
certainty existing regarding the second, 
third and fourth places. The scores 
are as follows: LaChappelle, 30G miles 
and f> laps ; Edwards, 2G2 miles and 1 
lap;Donly, 248 miles; Maynard, 228 
miles and 2 laps ; Walton, 134 miles. 
At the close of the contest the prizes 
and belts -were presented and the crowd 
dispersed. A number of matches are 
likely to follow.

— By the capsiz- 
ing of a yacht last evening Mrs. Oe- 
tavie de Lisle, Emily Lareu, L. Lafe- 
hre and son, Louis Cauvin, Zavier 
Garuan, Ferdinand Blair and Dr. 
Ernest de Lisle were drowned. 

UNITED STATES. 

New York, July 21. — A Belgium 
dispatch says the Nova Scotian ship 
St. Bernard, Capt. Burns, which left 
New York on June 27th for Antwerp, 
has been lost on the hanks of that coast. 
Capt. Burns, the pilot and five men 
were drowned. The survivors havo 
landed at Belgium. 

New Orleans, July 21. — The Times 
of tho 16th makes the important state- 
ment that within a few days past heavy 
French orders for wheat have, been re- 
ceived at that port, and that extensive 
sales for August movement have been 
effected. 

Df.adwood, July 22. — A Fort Keogh 
special says that an engagement took 
place near the mouth of Beaver creek 
on the 17th inst. between two com- 
panies of troops and Lieut. Clark's 
Indians, of Miles' command, and 800 
hostile Sioux. The troops lost four 
Indian scouts killed and two soldiers 
wounded. When Miles' main column, 
which was twelve miles behind, came 
up, the Indians were pursued a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles, but made their 
escape to Sitting Bull's camp. It is 
very probable that another tight has 
taken placo before this. Bear Wolf's 
band of Crows, who are at Terry's 
landing, report 300 lodges of Siouxs on 
this side of the Missouri on their way 
to Keogh to make friends with the 
whites.

A Dijltnv to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
u-ithin the City of Victoria : 

1. That sucli part of tho City bounded 
on the North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on the West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

'2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible matorial and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foet 
above Wall Plate of Koof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and tho Walls shall 
be so constructed its to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height ' 
of Firo Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In the caso of 
(Sables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not includo Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

IS. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

•I The Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of thu Victoria Firo 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-live per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
oflice uf the City Clerk, 

5. No Building within Uto said Firo 
Limits shall be romoved except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands ot- 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineor and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineor 
and a majority of the Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by (ire to tho extent of ono-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon tho 
owner or person having control thorcof a 
notice requiring such person to romove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving sucli notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Building* — Foundations 
to be notless than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inchoa 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho caso may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
tho case may be. Brick Watts — Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first lloor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall b° 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hupdpe'.j 
dollars, and each day of maintaining ojj 
continuing such violation shall be deeinpii 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

SJ. The Chief Engineer of t]io Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Firo Wardens 
arc required to sco that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to niako coip- 
plaipts in the Pojico Court for violation, 
theropf, 

10. This Bylaw may be cited fo^ a|| 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
